PROFESSOR VERONOFF'S 
EXPERIMENTS. 

The fines medical correspand- 

ent writes -— 
_ Professor Verono®, surgeon to 
the Rossian Hospital in ‘Paris. 
whose experiments in treating 
thyroid deficiency in children by 
_ grafting the thyroid gland from 
” apes have attached much atren- 
tion. has made further experi- 
ments to counteract the natural 
advance of old age. ‘ ~ 

It bas long, been a suggestion 
thas a body known. as the 
“interstital substance” is respon- 
sible for the maintenance of that 
vigor and strength which we 
associate with youth. Professor 
Veronoff has carried ont some 
experiments on animals and 
claims that by grafts of interstiti- 
al substance he bas restored 
youth to creatures in variuns 
stages ofold ase. He has now 
made similar grafts from apes on 
two old persons: who submitted 
themselves for the experiment. 
The grafts have taken, but as 
$hly one month has elapsed it is 
not yet clear whether the, end 
resnlt of the operation—resto7a- 
tion of the phenomena of youth 
—will occur. Should it doso we 
-sball have measored a very com 
siderable advance in our krow- 
ledge of physiological processes. 

For a long time it has beep 
one of the objects of science to 
transplant organs from one 
animal to.another. The experi- 
ments which have been made 
have by no maans always been 
attended by failure. as is often 
supposed. Indeed the work of 
Carrel in America and of other 
workers has shown that organs 
can be transplanted and will grow 
in the new soil. 

But these is one important 
proviso. If a successful tran- 
splantation is to be carried out 
the animals must be of the same 
species. Grafts made from an 
gnimalof one species to another 
of a differen: species bave, excep? 
ine few cases and asthe result 
of & prolonged preparation. failed 
togrow, and have asa rule soon 
been got rid of by the bedy. 

This fact robbed much of the 
work of its application to human 
conditions for manifestly trans- 
plentations 2s between man and 

_qoen could not frequently be 
carried out. On the other hand, 
itinspired many workeis witha 
keen desire to attempt the 
difficult task, and if possible to 
solve the problem. 

Among these was Professor 
Veronoff. Faced py several cases 
of thyroid deficiency in children—

which cases had not made great 
progress in thyroid edministra- 
tion by mouth—he conceived the 
idea of attempting to graft a 
partion of the gland of one of the 
higher apes. He was led to this by 
consideratinn of the fact, as 
stated by himto the Academie 
deMedicine that “the blood of 
man and of the great apes is 
identical both from the peint of 
view of its chemical reactions 
and of the character of the red 
and white carpuscles,” 

Aboy of 4 was operated on. 
At the age of eight he had 
developed signs af thyroid in- 
suficiency following scarlet 
fever. His development, mental 
and physisal, was arrested, and 
both bis parents and teachers 
had remarked on the change in 
his condition. Many doctors saw 
the patient and thyroid treatment 
was given. It did well at firs: 
at each time it was stopped. 
even for a fortnight, the case 
atonce relapsed, and all the old 
symptoms reappeared. Moreover 
even the edtninistration of the 
thyroid substance did not cam- 
pletely restore the child to normal. 

Professor Veropoff at first 
proposed that one of the psrents 
should give a portion of the 
thsroid gland forthe child. But 
this was negstived. He then 
suggested the experiment in the 
ape. The operation took place in 
tog south of France in 1913 in 
tbe presence, of .19 doctors. 
including physicians and surgeons 
and several veterinary surgeons. 
The ape was chloroformed by one 
ansesthetist; the child by another. 
Unhappily the left lobe of the 
thyroid gland of ,the ape which 
was to have been used was 
accidentally plunged. after 
removal, into boiling water, and 
so killed. It was thus necessary 
touse the right Jobe, and the ape, 
deprived in this manner of the 
whole of its thyroid gland, died 
four days later. 

The right lobe was placed in 
the neck of the child in the sare 
position as the normal gland 
usually’ occupies. It was inciden- 
tally observed that the child’s 
own gland was in.a state of 
degeneration, and was of little 
value. . 

The new gland was “ perfectly 
tolerated” by the child. Ina 
month the ssmytoms of the 
disease began to abate.

STORM SIGNALS, * . 
- The extrenfely interesting and 
informative contribated article 
which we published in our isaue 
of Friday with ‘regard to the 
Local and China Coast Storm 
Signals has bronght forth a very

Fi tespondent. .As matters stand at 


present, tha latest detailed 
information regarding any fty- 
phoons that may be reported is 
given in the China Coast Code, 
displayed on Blackhead’s Hill, 
buat, as“ Propellor™ says, theae 
signals ara not very diatinctly 
seen in Hongkong even in the 
beat of weather, whilst in the rain 
squalls that frequently precede 


had weather they cannot be read 


at all from the island side of the 
harbour, The idea ha puts 
forward is that when these 
symbols are displayed they should 
be repeated on the shipping news 
board at tha Post Office and at 
the entrance to the Harbour 
Qffice by meaans of fat wooden 
shapes, paintel white, which 
could easily be done on telephonic 
instructions fram the Observatary. 
The cost, as our correspondent 
suggests, would be infinitesimal, 
whilst the value of the extended 
service to the poblic would be 
great. True, the Observatory 
officials are kep: busy when there 
are typhoons are abont; the 
poblic seldom realises the con- 
tinuous hours of duty they have 
to put in, or the heavy respons- 
iblisy which is theirs at these 
times. That accounts for the 
Very proper practice ofcutting the 
Observatory off from the public 
telephone service when signals 
are up; were it otherwise, the 
weather experts would be spend- 
ing most of thelr time answering 
telephone calls. But this isolation 
of the Observatory provides an 
additional argument in favour of 


alour cosrespondent’s suggestion, 


which, so far as’ we are able to 
Judge. has everything to recom- 
mend it. Perhaps Mr. Jefirie: 
whois oae of the moss sensible 
and obliging Observatory, offcials 
we have ever had, will consider 
recommending to the Government 
the adoption of this idea. 


IRISH WRANGLING. 


The latest debate on the Irish 
question in the House of Com- 
mons boils down to a matter of 
the rival factions blaming each 
other for™the present distressful 
state of the country. Mr. O'Con- 
nor lays at tbe door of Sir Edward 
Carson responsibility for the 
creation of the extremist move- 
wernt, winding up his indictment 
with the statement: that it 
was the Ulster movement that 
aswayed “the vacillating German 
mind in favour of waw. The 
Irish Unionist leader retorted by 
Saging that this was “an 
unmitigated lie"—a more or less 
polite way of telling “T.P.” thas 
he was # shameless liar. In the 
course of further debate. Sino 
Feiners were, by one set of 
speakers, Hlamed forthe Belfast 
upheaval, whilss by another the 
happenings were laid at the door 
of the Unionists. But when will 
our talkative M.P’s begin to 
realise that the most ‘urgent 
Tatter at the moment is not 
who haze caused the trouble, 
but how it is to be composed? 
Regardisg [Ireland as a house 
ablaze, it is as though the fire- 
men, the occupgnts and the crowd 
of onlookers engaged in a heated 
wrangle to decide who set fire to 
it, whilst, as they talk. the build- 
ing becomes increasingly involved 
in the flares. Let's put the fire 
out first: then, if we feel like it, 
we can have ‘a quist little dis- 
cussion on who caused it.
